Mr. Secretary of State: 

Your Excellency was 
enough to transmit to the im- 
perial government a copy of the 
message Which the President of. 
the United States of America 
addressed to the Senate on the 
22nd instant. 
The imperial government has 

given it the earnest considera- 
tion which the President's state- 
ments deserve, inspired as they 
are by a deep sentiment of re- 
sponsibility. It is highly grati- 
fying to the imperial govern- 
ment to ascertain that the main 
tendencies of this important 
the desires and principles pro- 
fessed by Germany. These prin- 
ciples especially include self- 
and equality of 


all to prevent futures 
of the seas, 
being a preliminary condition 
of the free existence of nations 
and the peaceful intercourse 
between them, as well as the 
open door for the commerce of 
all nations, has always formed 
part of the leading principles of 
Germany's political programme. 
All the more the imperial gov- 
ernment regrets that the atti- 
tude of her enemies who are so 
entirely opposed to peace, 
makes it impossible for the 
world at present to bring about 
realization of these lofty ideals. 
Germang and her allies were 
ready to enter now into a dis- 
cussion of peace and had set 
down as basis the guaranty of 
existence, honor and free de- 
velopment of their peoples. 
Their aims, as has been express- 
ly stated in the note of Decem- 
ber 12, 1916, were not directed 
toward destruction cr annihila-, 
tion of their enemies and were, 
according to their conviction, 
perfectly compatible with the 
rights of the other nations. As 
to Belgium, for which such 
warm and cordial sympathy is 
felt in the United States, the 
Chancellor had declared only a 
few weeks previously that its 
annexation had never formed 
part of-Germany’s intentions.

measures are all the more nec- 
essary, as Germany's enemies 
have repeatedly stated not only 
in speeches delivered by their 
leading men, but also in the 
statutes of the economical con- 
ference in Paris, that it is their 
intention not to treat Germany 
as an equal, even after peace 
has been restored, but to con- 
tinue their hostile attitude. and 
especially to wage a systemati- 
cal war against her. 


The attempt of the four allied 
powers to bring about peace has 
failed, owing to the lust of con- 
quest of their enemies, who de- 

‘sired to dictate the conditions 
of peace. Under the pretense of 
following the principle of na- 
tionality, our enemies have dis- 
closed their real aims in this 
way, viz: to dismember and dis- 
honor Germany, Austria-Hun- 
gary, Turkey and Bulgaria. To 
the wish of reconciliation’ they 
oppose the will of destruction.

A new situation thus has been 


created which forces Germany 
to new decisions. Since two 
years and a half England has 
been using her naval power for 
a criminal attempt to force 
Germany into submission by 
starvation. In brutal contempt 
of international law, the group 
of powers, led by England, does 
not only curtail the legitimate 
trade of their opponents, but 
they also, by ruthless pressure, 
compel neutral countries either | 
to forego altogether every trade 
not agreeable to the Entente 
Powers or to limit it according 
to their arbitrary decrees. The 
American government knows 
the steps which have been 
taken to catise England and 
her allies to return to the.rules 
of international law and to re- 
spect the freedom of the seas. 
The English government, how- 
ever, insists upon continuing its | 
war of starvetion, which does 
not at all affect the military 
power of its opponents, but 
compels women and children, | 
the sick and the aged, to suf- 
fer, for their country, pains and 
privations which endanger the 
vitality of the nation. Thus 
British tyranny mercilessly in- 
creases the sufferings of the 
world, indifferent to the laws 
of humanity, indifferent to the 
protests of the neutrals whom 
they severely harm, indifferent 
even to the silent longing for 
peace among England's own al- 
lies. Fach day of the terrible

ASHINGTON, Jan. 31.—

BLOCKADE IS EFFECTIVE. 

On almost every side Ger- 
many’s drastic action is inter- 
preted as an open confession of 
the effectiveness of the British 
food blockade. It is regarded 
as a determination to strike 
back in kind. 

German officials in the United 
States estimate the food supply 
on the British Isjes will last a 
month. 

Admittedly, the plan is to 
carry starvation to the door of 
England with swift, staggering 
strokes, as a fulfillment of Ger- 
many’s announced determination 
to use every weapon and agency 
at her command to end the war 
quickly. She counts on the op- 
erations of an unheard-of num- 
ber of submarines to deliver 
blows to bring England to her 
knees within sixty days. One 
German official here 
today the war would be over in 
a month.

BLOCKADE EXTENDED.

Under it ships were sunk with- 
out warning unten Germany 
abandoned the practice and 
gave her assurances, in the Sus- 
sex case, to abide by interna- 
tional law. The Lusitania, the 
Falaba and scores of other ships 
were sunk under the decree. 
American citizens and Amer- 
ican ships are warned from en- 
tering the war zones, although 
certain precautionary measures 
are suggested for distinguishing 
American steamers not carrying 
contraband, according to the 
German list.

RESPONSIBILITY. 
In completing the declaration 
that there must be no misun- 
derstanding that rights of Amer- 
ican citizens must not be made 
subject to the conduct of some 
other government, the note con- 
cluded by saying: 
“Responsibility in such mat- 


ters is single, not joint; abso- 


lute, not relative.” 
The developments today came 
as a staggering surprise. For 
weeks inspired, authoritative 
and almost semiofficial state- 
ments have been coming from 
Berlin indicating an absolute 
decision not to resume unre- 
stricted submarine warfare. The

REALIZES BREAK MENACES. 
Germany, according to infor- 
mation received here, realizes 
that her action may result in a 
break of relations, but Berlin 
Officials are prepared for the 
rupture. Tonight they were 
represented as feeling that the 
only other steps open to the 
United States are the calling of 
a conference of neutral nations 
to end the blockade or the tak- 
ing of some step which speedily 
would result in peace. 

Information received from the 
same source is that Admiral Von 
Tirpitz or his followers had ab- 
solutely nothing to do with the 
new policy. On the contrary, it 
was said tonight that Von Tir- 
pitz was not, as has heretofore 
been supposed, removed from 
power because he advocated 
ruthless submarine warfare. 
The fact, according to this in- 
formation, was that he was de- 
posed because he did not effec- 
tively carry out the cam 
he inaugurated. 

From German quarters to- 
night came the information that 
Germany now has from 300 to 
500 submarines ready for the 
campaign. 

THE GERMAN VIEW. 

The German view is that the 
new policy will improve gen- 
eral prospects of an early 
peace. Germany is represented 
as still being ready to discuss 
peace at any time. However, 
it is declared that German offi- 
cials, both in this country and 
in Berlin, feel that the declara- 
tion of changed policy should 
make it clear that Germany and 
her allies are in the war to the 
last drop of blood.

Delegates Finish 
Labor of Two Months. 


Now Fundamental Law, 


Government Hands.

QUERETARO (Ma.) Jan. 11.— 
The delegates to the constitutional 
assembly, which concluded ite la- 
bors last night, assembled at 11 
o'clock this morning and signed the 
Constitution on which they had been 
working for two months. The cere- 
mony was attended by great enthu- 
siasm. All the members of the Cab- 
niet were present except Luts Ca- 
brera, Minister of Finance, and 
Ygnacio Bonillas, Minister of Fo- 
mento and Communications. 

The new Constitution contains 
some advanced legislation. Among 
the provisions are: 

Abolition of the office of Vice- 
President; prohibition of re-election 
of a President; stringent and radi- 
cal labor laws, which provide for an 
eight-hour day, seven hours of night 
work and six working days a week; 
compulsory arbitration, profit shar- 
ing, free employment bureaus, anti- 
trust laws, a national department of 
health with plenary powers and com- 
pulsory military instruction. 

Provisions in the Constitution give 
Mexicans the preference in obtain- 
ing employment and acquiring lands 
and concessions. 

Under the new Constitution for- 
eigners must renounce allegiance to 
the countries whence they come to 
acquire title to real estate. in so far 
as foreign citizenship concerus such 
Property. The land laws are strin- 
gent. They provide for the cutting 
up of large estates and the raurn of 
communal and tribal lands

She pur- 
chased a small tract of land on Ir- 
windale avenue, half a mile from 
the Foothill boulevard, and about 
two miles due west from Azusa. 
Here she erected two houses, one 
| near the road, in which she lived, and 
the other, about 200 yards back, for 
her daughter, Mrs. Reynofds and 
small grand-daughter, Ruby Rey- 
nolds. Mrs. Reynolds explained last 
night that her mother had always 
wanted to live alone since the death 
of the father and husband almost 
thirty years ago. 

Mrs. Reynolds, the daughter, saw 
her mother alive for the last time 
at 6 o'clock Tuesday evening. At 
10:40 o'clock yesterday morning Mrs. 
Russell was seen in her front yard. 
W. T. Rury, a feed dealer, drove up 
and delivered a load of feed. He 
spoke to Mrs. Russell. 


BODY FOUND. 
About an hour later Mrs. Rey- 


nolds went to the back door of her 
mother’s house. As she approached 
she called out, but received no an- 
swer. Peering through the window 
she failed to see the familiar rock- 
ing chair in which her mother inva- 
riably sat playing solitaire by the 
kitchen table. Somewhat startled, 
she pushed open the door and al- 
most fell over the prostrate form of 
Mrs. Russell. The aged woman's 
feet were touching the back door 
and her head was doubled under 
her. The rocking chair in which 
she sat was overturned. 

The daughter, horrified, screamed 
for help. The neighbor across the 
road, J. E. Barnhurst, notified Con- 
stable W. I. Hamblin and City Mar- 
shal C. K. Gauldin of Azusa. Dep- 
uty Sheriffs Fox and Noland were 
sent from Los Angeles and assumed 
charge of the investigation. 

When Mrs. Reynolds, the daugh- 
ter, became somewhat calmed, she 
told of a tramp that at different 
times during the past four years 
had been pestering both her moth- 
er and herself.

vor of the defendant. The profes- 
sional services were rendered in 
connection with the arrest and re- 
lease of Cary! Kidder, Dr. Smith's 
nephew, on a charge of beating and 
robbing Rose Arnold in her apart- 
ments several weeks ago. 

The question was a plain one of 
whether or not there was a contract 
to pay Attorney Eddie $650. He 
declared that there was and called 
Miss Arnold as a witness to prove 
that the charges against young 
Kidder were reduced because her 
dental and doctor bills were paid by 
the defendant through his counsel. 
Dr. Smith declared that there was 
no contract and in a cross-com- 
plaint asked that $325 paid the at- 
torney be returned to her. 

Several of the jurors declared, 
after the verdict had been read, 
that there was “a difference of 
opinion” but that they had finally 
decided to return a verdict for the 
defendant. Dr. Smith started to 
congratulate the jurors on their 
finding but was sharply rebuked by

BARCLAY M'COWAN SUES 
AN ENTIRE GRAND JURY. 


HERE are me dull days in the 
life of the Kern county District 
Attorney, Barclay McCowan. 

There is usually enough excitement 

provided for him to keep from being 
bored. The latest episode in his po- 
litical warfare is a report by the 

Kern county grand jury charging 
him with eavesdropping and other 

offenses. Mr. McCowan has now 
filed suit against the whole nineteen 


of them, alleging libel and demand- 
ing $100,000 as damages, 

The grand jury report states that 
vice is rampant in Bakersfield and 
that the District Attorney asked for 
indictments without cause. The 
jury report states that the District 
Attorney unduly pried into its af- 
fairs, even to the extent of eaves- 
dropping at the jary room door. 

The report concludes with the 
following resolution: “That this 
grand jury proceed to the examina- 
tion of matters coming before it 
without the assistance or interfer- 
ence of said Dist.-Atty. Barclay Mc- 
Cowan, except as may be required by 
this grand jury.” 

The report states that sixteen of 
the nineteen members of the jury 
voted for Mr. McCowan. This ac- 
tion they seem now to regard sor- 
rowfully, as one to be bitterly re- 
pented of. The report advocates the 
recall of Mr. McCowan and the elec- 
tion in his place of an “honest, 
straightforward man.“ 

Mr. McCowan, who was in Los 
Angeles yesterday, did not appear to 
view the recall proceedings with 
much concern. He says this is the 
eighth attempt to have him recalled 
and that he is still District Attorney. 
He describes the attack upon him by 
the grand jury as an act of “cheap

$500. was found. She owned the 
ranch on which the two dwellings 
Are located. She and her daughter 
co-operated in working the small 
chicken ranch. As far as could be 
ascertained last night she had not 
an enemy in the world. 

The daughter, Mrs. Reynolds, lives 

with her little daughter Ruby. Her 
husband lives outside of the county. 
The shock of the tragedy overcame 
her, In a daze she followed the 
body of her mother to the Renaker 
Company undertaking parlors in 
Azusa and refused to leave.

half-insane furies the bandit sud- 
denly resolved to attack Columbus. 
The town for which he had been 
heading was not Columbus, but he 
changed his mind because he want- 
ed to attack the American garrison 
at the latter place. 

Luis was not sure whether or not 
Villa had actually entered the town 
at the time of the raid; but he said 
that Vun laughed about the attack 
afterward. He said that Col. Slo- 
cums men were lacking in vigilance. 
Villa told Luis that the American 
soldiers had their arms locked up 
and that during the fight that fol- 
lowed some of Slocum’s men actually 
fought with shovels and clubs, lack- 
ing firearms. 

After the raid, according to Lieut. 
Carranza, Villa immediately divided 
his forces, sent part of it fying down 
into Mexico and kept the balance of 
his command near Nuevas Casas 
Grandes. | 

It will be remembered that the 
Pershing expedition went after Villa 
in two columns, one consisting of 
about 1500 men, mestly from the 
Seventh and Tenth Cavalry regi- 
ments. This was the famous “fly- 
Ing column” led in person by Gen. 
Pershing. 

WHILE VILLA WATCHED. 

Luis said that he and Villa and 
some ot the other officers lay on a 
hill not very far below the line and 
watched this flying column go by. 


Concealed in some trees they 
watched the army aviators circling 
overhead. He said they could have 
wiped Pershing’s advance fuard out 
ot existence had they so chosen. 
They just lay still, however, and let 
the flying column go by. Then they | 
lit out in the other direction. 

Although Villa’s own flying column 
“mixed it“ with the American sol- 
diers several times during the Persh- 
ing advance, Luis claims that Villa 
wasn't in any of the fights nor mt 
where near them. He says that Vi 
was not, in fact. wounded. He had 
a sore that became infected and 
nearly killed him. 

Most of the stories of Villa’s flight 
were pure fakes, according to this 
officer. Among the fakes was the 
story that Mickey Maguire, the avia- 
tor, Was lined up against a wall and 
shot by Villa because he demanded 
his money. 

According to Luts, Maguire came 
down to Villa’s command looking 
for a job. He tried to pull off some 
aviation fancy stunts, such as loop- 
ing the loop. The air in that alti- 
tude was too thin.

_ Venice Harmony Law 


the Board of Trustees of Ven- 
ice, requiring all persons play- 
ing a musical instrument in 
an uninclosed place to have a 
permit for the privilege, was 
yesterday declared to be dis- 
criminatory and void by the 
District Court of Appeals, and 
C. G. Wisner and Hubert 
Messenheimer, members of the 
Venice band, were ordered dis- 
charged from custody. under 
habeas corpus proceedings. 

The court holds that there 
would be no question of the 
right of the Board of Trustees 
to limit the right of persons 
playing musical instruments 
in public places, even to pro- 
hibiting them, but the ordi- 
nance covers more. It applies 
to private premises of the in- 
dividual and every such place 
as may be uninclosed. 

The ordinance, the court 
further declares, is dicrimina-~- 
tory and unreasonable in that 
the Board of Trustees has the 
power to grant to one individ- 
val a permit and deny an- 
other similarly situated, with 
the same nearness to neigh- 
bors,
